The Mayor, at one polut in his bud-
vt mesaage, draws a parallel with the
eaied handled by the court’s ariny of
Prolation oficers and those cared for
by the four probation officers under the
Department of Public Welfare,

The  welfare department, divectly
wnder the Mayor, cared for 1000 chil-
dren, compared with about 4000 lonked
after by the Munleipal Court.

Peirce’'s head, including a compressed
fracture of the skull, wounds such ns
could have been inflicted by o black-
jack. gun-butt or heavy wrench. Ex-
amination of the hody, the coroner's
physiclan testified, showed that death
had been caused partly by illuminating
gus poisoning,
